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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Pursuant to Applicant's July 30, 2007 Amendment and REMARKS, the previous 
rejection has been vacated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Larch, 5,765,144 in view of Lent, US 6,405,181 . 

Larch discloses an on-line affordability-based purchasing system, e.g. Figs. 1-14 
and related text, a web server, e.g. 10c including web browser and software, Internet 
server, e.g. 70 and main server, e.g. 50. 

Lent discloses, e.g. Figs. 1-14, web pages, disclosing a method for providing 
personal information of a consumer and transmitting the information to a credit bureau 
and receiving credit history to generate a report, e.g. cols. 3, 4, 13, used to determine 
financing parameter information, e.g. credit approval criterion. 

To have provided multiple web pages to run browser software from multiple 
servers for Larch would have been obvious in view of Lent. To have implement 
common knowledge online products for sale for Larch, in view of Lent, would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art.
